THE  ELEVENTH  INTER-FRATERNITY  CONFERENCE 

The  Eleventh  Inter-Fraternity  Conference  met  according  to  sched- 
ule  on  the  Saturday  following  Thanksgiving  day.  Mr.  James  Duane 
iLivingston,  who  served  for  two  years  as  Chairman  conducted  the  Con- 
•ference  in  his  usual  able  manner. 

Ninety-eight  delegates  represented  42  fraternities,  together  with 
"Deans  from  several  Universities  who  led  the  delegates  to  regard  the 
^Fraternities  from  the  Faculty  view-point. 

In  the  discussions  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  amount  of  interest 
taken  by  the  Faculty  in  Fraternity  affairs  differed  according  to  the  in- 
stitution in  some  of  which  they  displayed  too  much  interest.  The 
greater  part  of  the  Conference  was  spent  in  trying  to  find  a  basis  for 
the  concurrence  of  Delegates,  and  Deans,  it  being  held  that  greater 
good  would  be  had  were  there  a  clearer  and  more  sympathetic  under- 
standing between  the  two  bodies. 

The  Conference  devoted  very  little  time  to   nformal  discussion  such  as 
lias   marked   previous   gatherings,   but   reports   by   several   committees 
Nvere  listened  to  with  great  interest.     These  will  be  incorporated     in 
Ihe  minutes  of  the  Conference,  which  will  be  distributed  shortly. 
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THE  TENTH  CONCLAVE 

The  Tenth  Conclave  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was  held  at  the  Clay- 
pool  Hotel,  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  October  23-25.  It  was  well  attend- 
ed and  evoked  enthusiasm  equal  to  that  heard  at  any  previous  one. 
With  the  exception  of  North  Carolina  Gamma,  every  Chapter  was  rep- 
resented and  its  delegate  expressed  some  idea,  which  in  his,  or  his 
chapter's  m'nd  would  be  for  the  general  good  of  the  Fraternity. 

The  sessions  were  held  in  the  hotel's  Palm  iRIoom,  which  is  well 
adapted  to  such  gatherings.  The  first  session  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Grand  President,  Francis  J.  Knauss.  Then  opening  prayer  was 
offered  by  Brother  Bert  Stone,  Washington  Alpha. 

After  the.  presentation  of  Credentials,  the  Grand  President,  in 
hi&  characteristically  clear  style,  outlined  the  purpose  of  the  meeting, 
and  thereby  started  the  wheels  of  legislation  for  the  next  two  years. 
The  spirit  of  the  meeting  was  a  notable  one,  every  question  being  re- 
ceived with  almost  unanimous  approval.  What  seems  even  more  worthy 
ot  record  is  the  fact  that,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  Con- 
claves, the  representative  of  a  pet'tioning  local  was  allowed  to  ad- 
dress the  delegates 

Mr.  Earl  R  French,  of  Sigma  Tau,  Oklahoma  Agricultural 
College,  spoke  for  about  ten  minutes  on  behalf  of  his  organization 
and  described  Oklahoma,  the  Agricultural  College,  and  Sigma  Tau,  in 
such  an  attractive  manner,  that  nearly  every  one  seemed  eager  to  be 
on  the  Committee  to  complete  the  investigation. 

The  legislation  enacted  covered  very  few  changes  in  our  laws. 
Among  the  exceptions  are: 

1.  A  trophy  to  be  presented  to  chapters  standing  first  in  scholar- 
ship at  their  respective  institutions. 

2.  The  Mnutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  are 
to  be  sent  to  the  chapters  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  meetings. 

3.  The  Ritual  is  to  be  reprinted. 

4.  A  committee  is  to  devise  a  new  book-keeping  system  for  the 
chapters. 

5.  Past  and  Grand  Officers  are  to  be  presented  with  a  Certificate 
showing  service. 

6.  The  printng  of  a  new  Directory  was  authorized. 

7.  A  prize  is  to  be  presented  to  the  chapter  submitting  the  best 
chapter  history. 

8.  Twenty  days  before  the  next  Conclave  a  list  of  questions     to 
be  discussed  is  to  be  sent  to  all  of  the  chapters. 
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9.  ■  The  summer  address  of  chapter  secretaries   and  the  dates  ot 
the  opening  of  colleges  is  to  be  printed  in  the  May  Journal. 
Effective  1920-21. 

11.  Per  Capita  Tax  to  be  $5.00. 

12.  Membership  certificates  to  be  made  of  parchment. 

The  social  events  of  the  Conclave  were  marked  by  an  automobile 
tour  which  carried  the  visitors  to  the  homes  of  the  late  James  Whit- 
comb  Rley  and  Vice-President  Marshall.  The  famous  Indianoplis 
speedway  was  opened  to  the  delegates  and  the  autos  were  permitted 
to  go  around  it. 

One  evening  was  given  to  visiting  the  Athaneum  Club,  where  the 
In.'dianapolis  Sigma  Phi  Epsilons  have  a  room;  and  also  to  enjoy  the 
music  rendered  by  the  Nebraka  Alpha  Jazz  Band.  This  band  was  a 
b'g  factor  in  arousing  enthusiasm  and  proved  to  be  very  popular  with 
the  delegates. 

The  crowning  event  of  the  Conclave,  however,  was  the  dance 
v/hich  took  place  at  Lafayette.  This  was  a  big  success  and  all  were 
much  disappointed  when  midnight  arrived  and  Home  Sweet  Home 
was  played.  A  special  car  carried  the  delegates  from  Indianapolis 
and  an  enthusiast  c  active  chapter  met  them  at  Lafayette.

Grand  Historian. 

Charles  Stedman  Becker,  Indiana  Alpha,  Purdue,  1913,  is  a  resident 
of  Indianapolis,  where  he  has  spent  most  of  his  life.  He  is  known 
as  one  of  Indianapolis'  progressive  young  men.

Among  his  other  business  affiliations  is  that  of  a  managing  director 
of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Co.,  and  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Indianapolis  Stock  Exchange,  as  President  of  which 
hti  has  served  one  term. 

During  the  war  Brother  Becker  entered  one  of  the  training  bat- 
tallions,  located  at  Camp  Gayloe,  Louisville,  Ky.,  where  he  was  commis- 
sioned a  Second  Lieutenant  about  the  t  me  the  armistice  was  signed. 
Previous  to  entering  Purdue  University.  Brother  Becker  attended 
Culver  Military  Academy,  whence  he  was  graduated  in  June,  1909. 
In  November,  1913,  Brother  Becker  was  married  to  Miss  Luima  Pfeif- 
fer,  of  Indianapolis.  He  has  one  son,  Charles  Stedman,  Jr..  now  five 
years  of  age,  who  in  appearance  and  actions,  is  said  to  be  a  "chip  off 
the  old  block."

01  fford  Bryan  Scott,  Nebraska  Alpha,  recently  elected  Grand 
Cruard  was  born  on  October  27th.  1892,  at  (P»Aishville,  Nebraska.  Since 
leaving  College  he  practised  law  in  O'neil,  Neb.,  where  it  is  rumored, 
he  will  soon  become  associated  w'th  M.  P.  Harrington,  considered  by 
many  as  the  greatest  criminal  lawyer  of  the  west.  Among  other  things 
Brother  Scott,  has  acted  as  Publicity  Manager  of  the  Nebraska  State 
li'air  Association,  as  well  as  being  connected  with  the  Lincoln  Adver- 
tising Club.  He  s  prominent  in  Masonry.  He  is  also  recognized  as 
a  musician  of  no  mean  ability.

Among  the  needs  most  obvous  to  our  fraternity  is  that  of  a 
closer  relationship  between  the  active  and  the  alumni  bodies.  To  the 
opponents  of  Greek-letter  fraternalism,  this  statement  might  seem  to 
imply  a  weakness  in  the  enduring  qualities  of  our  organization. 
That  if  would  be  an  erroneous  impression,  however,  could  be  proven 
by  the  zeal  with  which  the  members  of  the  two  bodies  have  ever  re- 
sponded to  the  various  cal\s  made  upon  them.  But  the  fact  remains 
that,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  a  member's  interest  seems  to  wane  once 
he  has  quit  the  atmosphere  of  the  college  campus. 

Why  this  change  should  occur,  there  are  perhaps  many  reasons 
to  assign ;  but  so  long  as  the  alumnus  seeks  recourse  to  them,  the  more 
urgently  will  his  presence  be  needed  among  his  younger  brothers.  In- 
deed, it  is  through  the  very  pressure  of  his  daily  affairs  that  the 
alumnus  becomes  of  service  to  the  man  at  college.  As  an  illustration, 
we  may  consider  the  question  of  a  House,  the  procurement  of  which 
has  so  often  vexed  the  minds  of  the  active  men.  Yet  the  latter  could 
easily  be  handled  by  the  alumni.  All  they  need  do  would  be  to  orga- 
nize as  a  chartered  body,  with  the  power  to  advance,  or  negotiate,  a 
loan  for  the  purchase  of  a  buildng,  and  in  turn,  reserve  the  right  to 
supervise  its  conduct. 

These  facts  are  stated  not  because  they  contain  any  originality 
of  idea,  but  because  of  their  value  in  showing  the  dependency  of  the 
two  bodies,  one  upon  the  other.  Rather  is  it  with  the  purely  social 
side  of  the  question  that  we  now  have  to  deal.  This  leads  us  to  as- 
sert that,  despite  the  apparent  indifference  of  the  alumni,  there  are 
feAv,  if  any.  among  them  who  are  not  interested  in  the  affairs  of  their 
fraternity;  who  do  not  rejoice  in  its  .growth,  just  as  they  would  grieve 
over  its  loss.  But  somehow  it  does  not  occur  to  these  same  loyal  ones 
that  they  should  continue  as  factors  in  the  life  of  their  chapter;  ana 
that,  instead  of  having  outgrown  their  old  associations — as  some  of 
them  may  imagine — they  are,  in  fact,  at  the  very  age  when  they  can 
be  most  appreciated. 

At  any  rate,  the  question  cannot  be  settled  so  Long  as  the  alumni 
remain  apart  from  their  younger  brothers,  or  the  latter  are  kept  with 
in  the  bounds  of  their  own  small  circle.  Besides,  there  is  a  numeri- 
cal problem  nvolyed:  for,  no  matter  how  the  fraternity's  membership 
may  increase,  unless  the  two  bodies  intermingle,  there  will  be  no 
appreciable  gain.  Each  session  will  find  the  fraternity  striving  to 
enroll  membershp  sufficient  to  carry  it  through  nine  months  of  a 
life,  which  must  be  resusciated  only  three  months  later. 
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Hence,  the  remedy  would  seem  to  be  entirely  with  the  alumni, 
whose  presence  would  act  as  a  tonic  to  the  student  body.  But  in  pre- 
S'*ribing  this,  we  would  warn  against  re-active  effects.  Once  produced 
the  good  results  should  be  made  last  ng.  So  a  movement  should  at 
once  be  launched  for  a  closer  relationship  between  the  active  and  the 
alumni  brothers,  and,  well  under  way,  it  niust  never  lack  for  energy 
(•r  purpose 

How  to  proceed  about  such  a  campaign,  it  is  hardly  worth  while 
for  us  to  say.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are  so  many  suggestions  we 
might  offer  along  these  lines,  that  a  choice  of  them  would  seem  to  be 
governed  almost  entirely  by  local  cond'tions  and  the  social  advant- 
ages which  they  present.  But  of  one  thing  be  sure:  the  emblem  it- 
self can  not  work  a  magic  charm.  Over  this  mute  insignia  rests  the 
influence  of  the  wearer.  Get  this  into  your  head,  then  get  busy  and 
get  together. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  one  of  our  Contemporaries,  there  are  several  pages 
devoted  to  a  discuss'on  of  prophylaxis,  or  sex-hygiene.  This  brings 
to  mind  a  late  issue  of  the  Journal  in  which  appeared  an  editorial 
dealing  with  the  very  same  subject,  though  from  an  entirely  different 
view-point.  While  endorsing  the  t  me-worn  precautionary  measures, 
as  suggested  by  our  contemporary,  we  must  still  insist  that  the  mat- 
ter is  more  a  psychological  than  an  aseptic  one.  To  germicides  we 
V,  ould  prefer  physical  resistance,  and  this,  as  we  have  already  said, 
may  be  acquired   only  through  the   control  of  one's  thoughts. 

Between  democracy  and  fam'liarity  there  is  quite  as  much  diff- 
erence as  lies  between  dignity  and  arrogance,  yet  n  practical  distinc- 
tion must  ever  exact  a  test  for  the  fitness  of  things. 

Of  this  no  better  example  could  be  found  than  in  the  case  of 
the  fraternity  man  and  the  uninitiate.  Because  the  one  resides  in 
a  chapter-house  does  not  mean  that  he  shall  avoid  contact  with  the 
other  who  occupies  a  room  in  the  college  dormitory.  Not  only  would 
this  seem  bad  taste  on  the  part  of  the  fraternity  man,  but  it  would 
prove  obstructive  to  the  growth  of  his  soc'ety.  In  other  words,  the 
life  of  a  fraternity  depends  upon  its  members'  ability  to  elect  each 
J  ear  a  certain  number  of  promising  men,  and  to  do  this  requires  that 
they  shall  associate  with  the  students  generally. 

In  no  other  known  way  can  satisfactory  discrimination  be  made. 
Add  to  that,  it  is  the  proper  spirit,  the  better  policy.  Practised  joint- 
ly, these  make  for  the  highest  type  of  student,  one  whose  model  is 
sought  by  Brothers  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.
